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no Water flood in the Place at all. He faw their 
Stockings drawn off, and the Man’s Legs, which had 
never been uncovered before, were quire fair; the 
Flelh, when preifed with his Finger, pitted a little, 
and the Joints played freely and without the leaft 
Stiffnefs : The other Parts were much decayed: What 
was left of their Cioaths (for People had cut away 
the greateft part to carry Home as a Curiolity) was 
linn and good ; the Woman had on a piece of new 
Serge, which feemed never the worfe. 

Thefe are all the Particulars of moment which 
my Friends, who faw them at this diftance of Time, 
are able to recoiled. The Thing is certainly very 
remarkable, as there are no Means known (I believe) 
of preferving dead Bodies fo well. I leave People to 
pleafe them (elves, by making their own Obfervations 
upon it; though fotne time or other, when I have 
Opportunity and Leifure to furnifli myfelf with the 
necelfary Experiments, I may trouble you again on 
this Subjed.

T HIS magnificent Work is to confift of four large 
Folio Volumes. The ingenious, curious, and 
molt diligent Coiledor, takes in all parts of Natural 
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Hiftory, and gives us Defections and Figures o. 
things fcarce ever feen or heard of before in Europe , 
which he has collected from all Parts of the World, 
with vaft Charge as well as Induftry. 

TheFirfl Volume contains hi Plates, befides the 
Author’s Effigies, and the Decorations curioufly En¬ 
graven by the beft Hands. He begin-, with the 
Anatomy and Skeletons of feveral Fruits, Leaves, 
and Roots: The Method of performing which, 
he communicated to the Royal Society feme time 
ago; ’tis printed in the Philof. Tranfatl. N ? . 416. 
He then goes on with a Defcription of feveral curious 
exotic Plants, with a particular Account of the Za- 
goe Amloynenjium , Moms Papyrifera , 6cr. After 
thefe follow a great Variety of different forts of Ani¬ 
mals from all parts of the World. Armadillo’s, Ai t 
or Sloths , Spiders , Millepedes, Scorpions, Plying . 
Squirrels, OpoJJums, Mice , Rats, Cats , Hogs, large 
Frogs and Toads. A Defcription of the Pipal, a fort 
of Toad , whofe Toung are produced on the B jck of the 
Female. An Account of the Transformation of Frogs 
from Pipes , and back again from Frogs to Pipes. 
Several kinds of fcarce Lizards, Iguana's, Chame¬ 
leons, Salamanders , TortoiJ'es , Crocodiles j of which 
two laft, fome are reprefented in the Eggs, and fome 
]uft excluded. A Dragon or Bajllisk from Ameri¬ 
ca y with above fifty feveral forts of Serpents.
